The discovery wag made some time ago, 
mid was the outcome of ti conversation 
on the preservation of meat by borax. 


Mr. Smith tried the experiment with 


some cherries, and the result was ao sat- 
isfactory that u car of cherries wiva 
packed in borax und shipped to Chicago, 
where they were disposed of at high 
prices owiu« to their good condition. 


"There is no patent on this discov- 


ery," Haul Mr. Smith today. "It is free 
to all. I regard it of the utmost vuluo 
lu tho working out of the problem of 
uoiUGWjL economy. Tho same borax 
can be uaen ovm* and over again, and 
a great amount »l unnet'eBsarv domestic 
waste will he av«=,ied by preserving 
fruit in this way. 1'ii.vate families, an 
well as hotels and reatimnintq, can huve 
their borax bins at small oxponne, in 
which they can constantly keep an atj- 
sortmont of fresh fruit."
